Plans to keep the AMA Museum 


The Augusta Military Academy Alumni Foundation has 
embarked on a new two-pronged approach to assure a healthy 
future for the AMA Museum. 

First, an annual fund raising campaign has been launched to 
raise money for the museum's operating fund and as part of the 
campaign a survey has been sent to all on our mailing list asking 
for input on the future of our museum in Fort Defiance. 

Second, a Virginia-based business, Manfield Fundraising, has 
been hired to conduct a feasibility study focusing on a consolidated 
museum featuring the AMA and Fishburne Military Schoo! ar- 
chives and artifact collections. Staunton Military Academy also 
has been invited to participate in this venture as have other military 
academies, past and present, in the Shenandoah Valley and 
beyond. 

"The plan has two fronts," said Blaine Clarke, ‘72, the AMA 
Foundation Chairman. “As always, our first priority is to promote the well being of the AMA Museum in 
Fort Defiance. We are hoping for an enthusiastic response to the letter and survey. We need our 
membership, our alumni and friends, to share their viewpoints.” Clarke urges everyone who received his 
letter and survey to complete the survey and return it. (If your dog ate your copy of the survey, ask for 
another at: AugustaMilitaryAcademy@verizon.com) 

"We are on a mission to create a plan for our future,” Clarke says. "We want fo be sure that the 
Boara’s vision is in agreement with our alumni. As an alumnus, your input is needed now as never 
before.” This is where the feasibility study comes in. Given the rate we are losing alumni and their 
financial support, investigating avenues for lengthening the life of the museum is a board responsibility. 

"There is the potential for us to extend the life of the AMA Museum,” says Clarke. “Engaging in this 
study does not mean that we intend to prematurely close the operations at Fort Defiance in favor of 
joining FMS, SMA or any other entity. It means rather that we are taking a hard look at our future and 
investigating all possible means for extending the life of our museum and AMA’s legacy."

Jerry Izenberg, “48, is the unmatched sports writer in the 
country. He has attended and reported on every Super Bowl, 
covered Ali's fights in Zaire and Manila, written about more than 
a hundred World Series games and covered some 160 Triple 
Crown races. He is in the Nationat 
Sportswriters Hall of Fame, the 
New Jersey Sports Hall of Fame, 
the New Jersey Literary Halt of 
Fame and the AMA Sports Hall of 
Fame (one of its first inductees). 

He has authored more than a 
dozen books, is a regular ESPN 
contributor, amassed four Pulitzer 
nominations and earned the 
Associated Press Red Smith Award 
for a lifetine of contributions to 
sports journalism. 

Enough for one lifetime? He 
"retired" from the staff of the 
Newark Star Ledger in 2007 and 
moved to the Las Vegas suburbs to 
watch the desert sun rise over the 
mountains. And to pretty much 
keep on doing what he had been doing. 

After the success of Rozelle, a tribute to the first NFL 
Commissioner that went through two editions, he has just finished 
a novel on the Negro Baseball League. "Much of the anecdotal 
material is real and never told publicly but it came to me from 
conversations with Paige, Irvin, Doby and Gibson,” Jerry says. 

He has begun work on “the only boxing book | will ever write.” 
And no living sportswriter knows more about boxing than Jerry 
Izenberg. Las Vegas, boxing and Izenberg began their three way 
romance in the "60s. He became very close to Muhammed Ali 
who after lighting the 1996 Olympic Torch with shaking hands 
spent all of the next day with Jerry. Jerry had supported publicly 
Ali's decision to not fight in the Vietnam War for religious reasons 
which saw Jerry's windshield smashed with a sledgehammer. 
Their friendship has continued to this day and when PBS did a 
special on Ali's life they asked Jerry to narrate a part of it.

The AMA Alumni Foundation Trustees, the AMA Alumni Association 
Board of Directors and concerned alumni met on Saturday 26 September in 
the Fishburne Military School Library to discuss options to craft a future for 
our museum that is both attainable and sustainable beyond our lifetimes. 


Pursuant to our dream. it was agreed that we must continue to fund the 
museum at the current levels, reduce costs for The Bayonet and update the 
AMA website into a more modern platform which will enable more alumni 
participation. 


Most important, the Foundation Trustees voted to initiate a feasibility 
study to determine the viability of a fundraising campaign to create a joint 
museum with FMS and other Valley military schools, past and present. 


All of the efforts to keep a presence on the AMA campus have come 
down to this: we will never own the building we now lease and our lease on 
the Roller House runs out in 2028, much sooner if we cannot raise the funds 
to continue the expense of being there. Everyone agrees that we need to find 
a lasting home for our museum and its treasures. 


A door has opened that we feel many AMA alumni will support 
because it is realistic and has clearly defined goals. We have engaged 
Manfield Fundraising Council, LLC, a Virginia corporation with a strong 
track record of securing funds for non-profit corporations to complete a 
feasibility study exploring whether or not a combined museum with other 
military academies could attract sufficient outside financial support. 


Additionally, Fishburne has proposed that we join with them (and 
possibly other schools) to build a new Military Academy Museum in 
Waynesboro adjacent to the FMS campus in the old General Wayne Hotel. 


‘The Fishburne proposal seems to be a solid plan with an end result that 
can assure that our legacy lives on long after we are gone. 
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During our September meeting, we were invited to explore the FMS 
campus. We found a living school which is almost physically identical to 
AMA and the AMA experience. We were deeply moved to see cadets doing 
what we did and living like we lived. It was an uplifting experience to walk 
into the quad and see rooms almost identical to the ones we lived in, much 
more elevating than visiting the empty, decaying AMA campus. 


FMS leadership voiced strong support for AMA and our alumni. They 
welcome the opportunity to join us and help us share why Augusta was such 
a profound experience in our lives. 


Fishburne is a financially secure school that will be around for a long ® 


time and we believe they have the potential to be an excellent long-term y ce 


partner. 


The museum accreditation program is moving forward and needs to 
continue to do so. However, accreditation cannot be completed until we have 
a permanent home. In the meantime, it is imperative that we continue to get 
alumni support for the museum. 


In closing, the boards are exploring ways to reduce expenses while 
improving services to our alumni. We are committed to changes for The 4 
Bayonet and an improved web presence. We are also reformatting the 2016 ¥ 
reunion to reduce expenses while enhancing the alumni experience. 


These are challenging but hopeful times. 
Together, we can assure that our history lives well beyond our time.

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SPCTLIGHT on MIKE PAYNE, 76

This SPOTLIGHT highlights Mike Payne from the Class of 1976 
who is a member of the AMA Sports Hall of Fame. 

Mike is well known to AMA alumni who participate in the 
Sporting Clay Shoots at reunions. His interest in shooting goes 
back a long way starting when he was an AMA cadet when he 
shot on the Rifle Team (Two years with Sergeant Barger and two 
years with Sergeant Studer) from 1972 through 1976. 

To this day, he enjoys competitions especially those at Camp 
Perry, Ohio where the National Rifle and Pistol Matches and 
Small Arms Firing School have been held each year since 
1907. A series of Civilian Marksmanship Program (CMP) 
National Trophy Rifle and Pistol Matches, CMP games and 
National Rifle Association (NRA) national championships are 
held in partnership with the CMP, NRA and the Ohio National 
Guard. 

This year’s matches were opened by Congressman Robert 
Latta of Ohio’s Fifth Congressional District and the Congress- 
man himself fired in the M1 Garand Match. The events took 
place over some 40 days and covered pistol, rimfire rifles, high 
power service rifles, nostalgic rifles and long range rifles. The 
events are attended by schools, the military, novices and 
professionals. 

Mike has competed there since 2010 having had the honor 
of shooting with some of our country’s best. In 2013, he shot 
with Master Sergeant Julia Watson who served with General 
Nicholson in Fallujah, lraq. Besides being one of the nation’s 
top Marine shooters, Julia is a good friend of Bruce Hemp as 
Mike discovered when talking with her. Sergeant Watson 
retired last year after an extensive career as a Marine. 

Mike also shot with actor and Gunnery Sergeant R. Lee 
Ermy ("The Gunny") at Camp Perry and at the Eastern 
Games at Camp Butler, North Carolina. Mike’s comment about 
Gunny was that, "He js all Marine through and through." 

The M1 Garand is one of Mike’s favorite weapons, a rifle many 
AMA cadets carried and cleaned. (It is worth noting that the first 
rifle to dominate the National Matches was the M1903 which AMA 
cadets shouldered until after World War Two) 

One of the highlights of Mike’s career was to be awarded

shooting medals at the Eastern Games by Gary Anderson. 
Gary was a Senator from Nebraska, two time Olympic Gold 
Medalist, a member of the US Olympic Committee and is 
considered the most decorated rifleman in the world having 
set many National Records which still stand today. 

This year, Mike had the opportunity to shoot at the 
inaugural M1 Garand Match at the new CMP Marksmanship 
Park in Tuscaloosa, Alabama where he earned the Bronze 
Medal. During the year he shoots at numerous loca! and 
regional events primarily in the South averaging three or four 
matches a month with sometimes two or three in a single 
day. When this story was written, Mike had just returned 
from matches in Talladega, Alabama where he took Gold in 
two matches and Silver in the other two in which he 
competed. Mike says most people have no idea how much 
"trigger time” it takes to stay competitive. 

During his military service, he was a member of the Fort 
Knox Service Rifle Team and was attached to the Army 
Marksmanship Training Unit. He was also a part of the All 
Army Marksmanship Training Unit at Fort Benning where he 
shot service rifle and running target. 

After the military, he took a 20 year break from competitive 
shooting taking up sporting clays around 2000 and competing for 
about five years. Now he only shoots sporting clays at AMA 
reunions. Mike is an NRA and CMP instructor and teaches firearm 
safety to those who want to learn. Currently living in Rome, 
Georgia, he coaches his grandkids and granddaughter Katie 
recently won her first CMP Bronze Medal. She also has won other 
local and area events as has her sister, Jasmine. Mike’s daughter 


Holly is competing in CMP service rifle events. 

To Mike, his family is the future of shooting. He says he would 
not be able to do what he does without the support of Rhonda, his 
wife of 36 years. “She puts up with my shooting schedule and 
helps me prepare for matches, load ammo and clean rifles. | 
have been blessed!

Ed and other members 
of his committee also are beginning the process of interviewing 
alumni from all Virginia military schools to determine the interest 
in creating a museum showcasing 36 or more Virginia military in- 
stitutions. Ed and other Foundation Trustees have their work cut 
out for them. Among Ed's commercial contracting responsibilities, 
his recent marriage, his work as an NRA handgun instructor and 
time spent with his kids (including a 16 year old Fishburne cadet), 
it's a good thing that he apparently has the "mounds of energy" 
that Garry Granger described. And it is a very good thing that Don 
Studer ran into Ed at a training class and got him back into the 
AMA fold!

Heart attacks often make their sur- 
vivors slow down and take life easier. 
At the age of 74, slowing down is not an 
option for Ben Zinkhan, a five-time 
heart attack survivor, star volunteer 
and handyman extraordinaire for the 
Augusta Military Academy Museum. 

“Tt don’t know the meaning of the 
words ‘slow down,’ ” he said. 

Zinkhan was born in Baltimore. 
When he was 5 years old his father was 
killed in World War II. He moved wit 
his mother to West Virginia, where he 
lived with his grandparents. His moth- 
er later remarried and the family 
moved to Highland County, where he 
finished middle school. He entered 
Augusta Military Academy in 1957 
when he was 15 years old. 

“When I was in middle school there 
was arule that you couldn’t ride a bicy- 
cle to school. So I rode my horse. Be- 
cause of this infraction, I was put on 
probation. ! think my parents decided 
I was probably going to get into more 
mischief so they enrolled me in Au-

gusta Military Academy. My tuition was 
paid because my father had been killed in 
World War IT,” he said. 

Arriving at Augusta Military Acad- 
emy (AMA) in 1957, Zinkhan was not all 
that keen on spending his teenage years 
ina military environment. By the time he 
graduated in 1960, he had acquired life- 
long friends and memories that would 
last forever. 

“My first year was kind of tough. All 
first year cadets were referred to as rats 
and the other students tended make it 
hard on us. But everyone had to go 
through it at some point so I just made the 
best of it. Today I can honestly say that at- 
tending AMA was the best thing that ever 
happened to me,” he said. 

All the cadets faced a rigorous daily 
schedule beginning with early morning 
reveille. After getting dressed the cadets 
lined up in formation and marched to the 
mess hall. First year cadets had to eat 
what was referred to as a “square meal,” 
meaning they had to hold their silver- 
ware a certain way and bring the food to 
their mouth in regulated movements all 
the while being watched by officers. Af- 
ter returning to their barracks for a short 
break they again lined up in formation 
and marched to classes. Six hours of 
study were followed by drill practice, 
dinner in the mess hall and a return to 
barracks for study time from 8-10 p.m. 
when they were not allowed to leave their 
rooms. Every Sunday cadets would put 
on full dress uniform and march to 
church. 

“Teachers would patrol the barracks 
to ensure everyone was in their room and 
hitting the books. Of course there were 
some young men who simply couldn’t 
take the regimen and left in their first 
year,” he said. 

After graduating in 1960, Zinkhan at- 
tended Dunsmore Business College and 
Virginia Tech for two years. After college 
he worked for the highway department 
for a short time before being drafted into 
the U.S. Army. He was discharged in 
1964. A month later his unit was deployed 
to Vietnam. Zinkhan returned to his 
hometown and began looking for work. In 
February of 1965 he was hired by DuPont, 
where he worked for 34 4 years. 

Zinkhan was still working at DuPont 
when a former alumnus of AMA, Frank 
Williamson, got in touch with him with 
the idea of getting some former cadets in- 
volved in reunions and other activities. 
When the museum opened in 1999, Zink- 
han stepped up to the plate as one of the 
volunteers.

Zinkhan volunteers over 21 hours a 
week. He cleans every Sunday to get the 
museum ready for weekly visitors. The 
mission of the museum is to preserve the 
traditions of AMA and to honor the mem- 
ory of the life and time of its alumni, fac- 
ulty, staff and supporting families 
through the permanent and temporary 
exhibits and diligent conservation of its 
collection of artifacts, archives and pho- 
tographs. 

in the entryway hall there is a display 
of memorial plaques with the names of 
former cadets who lest their lives in 
World War I, World War II, the Korean 
War and Vietnam. The academy opened 
in 1874. Zinkhan is one of the many volun- 
teers that love to share their stories with 
visitors. The museum is open 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. Tuesday through Sunday. Admis- 
sion is free. 

“T love the people in Staunton. It’s such 
a great small town with none of the hus- 
tle-bustle of a big city.

After leaving AMA, he became a Lutheran 
minister and he had married my grandparents in the 1940s. 

The second name was very familiar and ! knew who he was 
immediately. Day Student Lurty Preston Hawkins was better 
known to me as “"PawPaw," my great-grandfather, and though | 
never met him | knew for 
sure that he was a very 
exceptional man. 

It is not clear whether he 
graduated from AMA but he 
did spend at least two 
years there. 

He settled in Parnassus, 
VA and in 1945 became a 
member of the "Seagoing 
Cowboys,” 2 group of men 
who traveled to Europe and 
tended to livestock being 
taken to the countries 
which had been devastated 
by the Second World War. 

Discovering my family 
roots at AMA was a definite 
surprise! 

As Kirsten reflected on 
our time at Augusta this 
summer, we both agreed 
that we really enjoyed our 


experience. 
Kirsten says she plans to 
apply for an internship 


again next year and as a 

rising sophomore she has 
many future intern possibilities. Kirsten was able to use her 
camera and design skills as we put displays together and re- 
corded photos of the museum and the AMA campus. 

For me, this was a great experience and | am grateful for it. | 
enjoyed meeting alumni like Ed Click, Ed Rogerville, Luke and 
Anne Snyder and Stride Coleman.
